FARMERS ARE 
PAYING DEBTS 
TO PROVINCE 


Marked improvement in the finan- 
cial affairs of a good many Alberta 
farmers who have been in difficulties 
for some time past will be reported 
as a result of this year's crops and 
the assistance being rendered them 
under the provincial government's 
debt adjustment scheme. Z. Mcll- 
moyte, who is in charge of the ad- 
ministration of the act, says that a 
considerable number of debtors whose 
cases have been dealt with during 
the past year or two will be able to 
clear themselves this fall and to make 
a fresh start, owing not a dollar to 
anybody. 

Some of these debt adjustments 
have been made on a compromise 
basis, the creditors agreeing to settle 
with part payment. In a number of 
cases, however, debtors are paying 
their full obligations which they have 
been anabled to do with the proceeds 
of two or three good crops. The 
operations of the adjustment scheme 
have extended to all parts of the pro- 
vince. :

CANADA’S PART IN 
THE GREAT WAR 


The following is the first prize es- 
say in division 1, of the Canadian Le- 
gion, B.E.S.L. essay competition for 
1926: 

“When the news that Great Britain 
was at war was flashed around the 
empire, offers were eagerly made by 
the overseas Dominion. A wave of 
loyalty swept Canada from ocean to 
ocean. Not for the love of battle, not 
for’ the lust: of conquest, not forthe 
greed of possessions, but. for . the 
cause ‘of. honor, to, maintain Solemn 
pledges» and to? ‘uphold the. prindiple 

of liberty, the Canadians entered the 
war, 

Under the command of Generals 
Alderson and Byng, and also Sir Ar- 
thur Currie, Canada’s heroes won 
countless honors. Jn the trenches of 
Flanders and France the Canadians 
won undying glory for themselves 
and for the Dominion. 

At the battles of Festubert and Gi- 
venchy, St. Elio and Sanctuary Wood, 
as well at the Somme, Vimy Ridge 
and Amiens, great heroism was shown 
by Canadians. However, the greatest 
courage of Canada’s men was tried at 
the battle of Ypres, a German attempt 
to break through and capture Calais 
and other channel ports. Here great 
calmness and endurance was shown 
by Canadians who were the first vic- 
tims of the new deadly poison chilor- 
ine gas. Ypres is a word that carries 
its suggestion of deathless heroism, 
its sad symbolism of sacrifice, and its 
glorious tradition of victory to all 
cornens of the earth, 

The people of Canada gladly made 
sacrifices to support her brave men, 
who had gone overseas to fight their 
battles. Five times the government 
appealed to the people in national 
loans and as often men with a gen- 
erous response. In all the people 
loaned to the government some $660,- 
000,000. The people willingly sub- 
mitted to war taxes on railway and 
amusement tickets, telegrams, money 
ordens, cheques and letters. Factor- 
ies were given over to the manufac- 
ture of shells and other ammunition. 

The Canadian Red Cross Society 
gave aid to the sick and wounded sol- 
diers, The Y.M.C.A, through its mili- 
tary branch carried on canteen work 
among the Canadian troops both in 
england and France. 

Canada {is justly proud of her her- 
oes. On the walls of churches, 
schools and other public buildings 
hang honor rolls and tablets which 
tell of the men who gave their all for 
Canada. For centuries to come the 
memory of her heroic sons shall lin- 
ger in the hearts of men and women 
as an inspiration to peace.

THE GREATEST 
DOCUMENT OF 
OUR HISTORY 


London, Nov. 20.—In ‘formal speci- 
fic language the imperial conference 
has’ unanimously recognized that 
Great Britain and the dominions are 
of equal status in the empire. : 

The imperial conference, in adopt- 
ing the report of the premier’s com- 
mittee on interimperial relations, has 
set the stamp of its aproval on these 
significant words: 

“The position and mutual relation 
of the group of self-governing com- 
munities composed of Great Britain 
and the dominions may be readily de- 
fined. They are autonomous commun- 
ities within the British empire, equal 
in status and in no way subordinate 
to the other in any aspect of their 
domestic or external affairs though 
united by a common allegiance to the 
crown and freely associated as mem- 
bers of the British commonwealth cf 
nations.” 

The report, briefly reviewing recent 
history, says the tendency of the do- 
minions ‘towards equality of status is 
Geograph- 
ical and other conditions make this 
impossible of attainment by way of a 
federation, The only alternative is 
by way of autonomy, “and along this 
road it has been steadily sought. Ev- 
ery self-governing member of the 
empire is now master of its destiny. 
In fact, if not always in form, it is 
subject to no compulsion whatever.” 

The report continues: “But no ac- 
count, however accurate, of negative 
relations in which Great Britain and 
the dominions stand to each other 
can do more than express a portion 
of the truth. The British empire is 
not founded on negations. It depends 
essentially, if not formally, on posi- 
tive ideals. .Free institutions are its — 
life-blood, free cooperation its instru- 
ment, and peace, security and pro- 
gress among its objectives. 

“The aspects of all these great 
themes have been discussed at the 
present conference and excellent re- 
sults havo thereby been attained, and 
though every dominion is now and 
must always remain the sole 
judge of the nature and extent of its 
cooperation no common cause will, 


‘jal Conference - 

Here are some of the oustanding 
decisions as set forth in what is 
described as “the most momentous 
document in the history of the British 
empire,” the report of the premiers’ 
committee on interimperial relations, 
adopted by the empire conference in 
London: 

1, Formal recognition in full of 
equality of the dominions with Great 
Britain, both in domestic and foreign 
affairs, 

2. Application of this principle to 
the negotiation of treaties and other 
foreign agreements, 

3. Appointinent of foreign consnis 
to a dominion to be approved by that 
dominion, 

The title of his majesty the king to 
be changed to “George V, by the grace 
of God, of Great Britain, Treland, and 
the British Dominions Beyond tha 
Seas, King, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India.” 

5. Status of governors general is 
changed. In future they will repre- 
sent only the king, and not the Brit- 
ish government, 

6. Means of maintaining close con- 
tact between the various govern- 
ments of the empire to be worked out. 

7. In future treaties will be signed 
by British ministers for Great Brit- 
ain instead of for the empire, with 
each dominion signing for itself, Can- 
ada signing immediately after Great 
Britain, 

8. Any self-governing part of the 
einpire may negotiate treaties, but 
must notify all other parts affected, 
for their concurrence or dissent.

Why a 
Board of Trade 


The following address was recently 
given before the Innisfail Board of 
Trade by John Blue, secretary of the 
Edmonton Board and provincial gov- 
ernment Hbrarian. It is taken from 
the Innisfail Province, and forms 
worthy reading for all live business 
men. 

My. Blue took as the subject for his 
remarks “Why a Board of Trade?” 
and if there were any doubters as to 
the “necessity of a” board; ‘when=the 
address was over they could not help 
but be convinced that a board of 
trade was a most necessary institu- 
tion in any live town. 

In opening his address the speaker ! 
asked “Why any Institution? Why a 
town council? Why a school board? 
Why a church? Because they fill a 
necessary place in the organization 
and maintenance of the social life of 
the community. The powers and func- 
tions of the council, school board, 
or church organizations are circum: | 
scribed by legal limitations. There 
was need in every community of com- 
munity leadership. Organized govern- 
ment is not: sufficient; there was need 
of some unofficial organization not 
limited by charter or statutes, that 
expresses and embodies the spirit of 
the conimunity education, social life, 
hospitals, music, sport, business. A 
successful community has all these 
and a board of trade brings the ability 
of the business men to bear on all 
these problems. 

A geod business man is the best 
asset of a community, Business 
builds a community, and the function 
of business is {> provide wealth and 
distribute it for ‘he comfort! and hap. 
piness of mankind. To «accomplish 
this the business man needs rare abil- 
ity involving sel® sacrifice. He must 
be a f nanecier, a merchandiser, estab 
lish and maintain a good reputation, 
trade with everybody and still make 
money. 

The board of trade is the best 
training ground for the study of the 
needs of the community, Are you in- 
terested in your town? Do you want 
business to flourish in the district? 
Then study the community, study its 
preblems, and hving to bear on these 
the best you have to offer. Your 
town does not consist of the streets 
and homes within its boundaries, but 
is that influence that radiates froin 
within its borders to the furthermost 
tributary district. A board of trade 
must bring togather the town and 
surrounding country, The business 
man must so treat his customers as 
to bring about a harmony of purpose 
towards the upbuilding of the town 
and district.

Premier J. 8. Brownlee will not re- 
resign from the government leader- 
ship: until after the close of the 1927 
session of the legislature. 

As nearly as can be ascertained, 
these two main conclusions were ar- 
rived at during the course of a lengthy 
caucus of U.F.A. members of the leg- 
islature with Premier Brownlee and 
other cabinet membens here Thursday 
afternoon, 

Members in attendance at the cau- 
cus maintain the most rigid silence 
regarding the questions discussed and 
the understanding arrived at, but it 
is understood that a decision to ac- 
cept the resignation of Mr. Ross was 
reached and that the premier gave 
assurance that he would not retire 
from the party leadership without 
giving his followers_ample notice. 

It is believed that the premier re- 
served the right to relinquish the 
position at such a time as he deemed 
advisable, indicating that he is seri- 
ously considering accepting the gen- 
eral managership of the wheat pool, 
probably soon after the close of the 
next session of the leislature. 

It is evident, from the attitude of 
U.I.A, members now in the city, that 
there was no possibility of any mem- 
ber resigning and making the seat 
available to Hon. Alex. Ross. 

Opinion seems to be divided among 
U.P.A. members as to who the sue- 
cessor of Mr. Ross will be. While O. 
L. MePherson is recognized as one of 
the strongest members of the govern- 
ment, it is pointed out that his time 
is now largely occupled with wheat 
pool matters and that he can best fit 
these duties ito the position of speak- 
er of the legislative assembly. 

The name of Milton C. McKeen, of 
Lac Ste. Anne, and deputy speaker of 
the house, is coming to the fore as a 
prospective minister of public works, 
but so far as can be learned there 
was no conclusive discussion of this 
matter at the caucus,
